the world the high quality of Can- 
ada’s wheat and other grains. 

Such a valuable combination does 
not exist in any other country; and 
it all sprang from the idea of the 
late Dr. Robertson and from the 
small sum of $100 which he donatzd 
in 1895 for the advancement of Can- 
adian agriculture. 


Several plans for the temporary 
assistance of western farmers are 
now being considered by parliament. 

Western opinion as represented by 
the Bracken Conference favors con- 
tinuation of the present 80 cent per 
bushel guarantee on wheat; but 
some people seem to favor instead 
a plan for giving additional assist- 
ance to those farmers who might 
have poor or no crops. 

Meanwhile it should not be over- 
looked, thit the wens being consider- 
ed only tide over the present emer- 
gency, and do not in any way deal 
with the real problem which must be 
solved, if Western Canada’s present 
wheat industry, and so her farm- 
ing population, is to be maintained, 
That problem simply) is to win back 
world’s markets recently lost for 
about 100 million bushels a year of 
Canadian wheat. 

The studies I have made force me 
to conclude, that these markets can 
only be regained, in the long run, by 
means of a considerable lowering of 
Canadian tariffs; all so that foreign- 
ers can sel] more goods to us, enabl- 
ing them in turn to buy more of our 
wheat. 

I strongly urge all farmers, and 
other westerm people, to study most 
earnestly the future prospects of our 
wheat industry, with which is so 
bound up the very existence of us all. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
WILL AID IN EFFORT TO 
CONTROL ~ WARBLE FLY 


A community effort for the con- 
trol of warble flies is emphasiged in 
a circular to be publishied immediatg- 
ly by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Because warble flies do not 
migrate for any considerable dis- 
tance, concerted effort on the part 
of everyone within a given area will 
effect almost complete eradication 
of this pest. 

The damage done by warble flies 
in Canada is estimated at between 
seven and fourteen million dollars an- 
nually. The insect not only spoils 
hides, but on account of its tenrify- 


ATTEMPT TO STAMP OUT 
HORSE DISEASE 


Prevention of another expected 
outbreuk of sleeping sickness in 
horses, encephalamyelitis, is hoped 
this spring es a result of action 
taken by manufacturers of vaccine 
and the provincia] governments of 
the prairie provinces. Chick vaccine 
is now being made available to drug- 
‘zists and veterinarians, amd they 
have been enbled to retail it at 
greatly reduced prices compared with 
last year. A pamphlet will be issued 
by the department of agriculture. 
urging early treatment to immunize 
the animals ‘before the outbreak oc- 
curs. A sufficient supply will be 
available to treat all horses with two 
doses each. It is recommended that 
veterinarians, or those instructed by 
them, should administer the vaccine, 
as they have agreed to do so at reas- 
onable prices. Care should be taken 
to make sure that the proper vaccine 
is ussd. According to a statement 
issued by the department this month, 
the vaccine is to be handled on a cash 
basis.

The grubs of the warble flies can 
be attacked by man only during the 
period of their development when they 
are imbedded in the backs of cattle. 
At this time the application of denris 
root powder or compound of it, either 
as a powder or a wash has_ been 
found most effective. The cost of 
treatment is remarkably low and 
farmers are amply repaid for under- 
taking control measures in this way. 

It is recommended that the first 
treatment should be made when the 
lumps caused by the grubs. become con 
spicious on the backs of the animals, 
and that second and third treatments 
should follow at twenty-eight day 
intervals,

2 cups Canadian salmon, half tea- 
Spoon salt, 2 tablespoons green peas 
(optional), quarter cup cold water, 
juice of one lemon, 1 sliced hard 
cooked egg, 1 tablespoon plain gela- 
tine, one and three-quarter cup hot 
water. : 

Soak the geletin in cold water then 
dissolve in hot water, Cool. Flake thie 
salmon, add the lemon juice, salt, 


egg, peas, and geletin mixture. Pour , 


into a Jarge mould (rinsed in cold 
water) or in 6 individual moulds. 
Chill. When ready to serve unmould 
on lettuce. 

If there is any of this jellied sal- 
mon leftover it is doubtful it can be 
allowed to stand at room temperature 
and used to fill hollowed out toma- 
toes, cooked onions or placed in tiny 
muffin tins and used for luncheon the 
next day.

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Settlement Of Refugees 


It would appear to be highly desirable that some further consideration 
be given to the manner in which Czecho-Slovakian, Hungarian and Jewish 
refugees disinherited in German Sudetenland and other European territories | 
since they came under Herr Hitler's suzerainty, are to be allowed to settle! 
in this country, than has apparently been given to this problem to date. 

Comparatively little information as to this movement, apparently} 
planneg for this spring, has been given to the public to date, either because 
the federal government has not completed its plans after its negotiation 
with the British. government, or because it is not deemed desirable to an-! 
nounce details as yet, | 

If despatches to the daily press from Prague ‘and Ottawa are authentic} 
it is intended to bring to this country this spring approximately 3,000 Czecho- | 
Slovakians, about 800 families; that ‘most of them are agriculturists’; that 
most, perhaps all of them have money; that some of them are to be settled 
in colonies with the Peace River country in Alberta and Northern Sas- 
katchewan cited as probable destinations; that settlement of these new- 
comers will be left to the colonization departments of the trans-continental | 
railways and that the movement is being undertaken with the co-operation 
of the provincial governments. In addition to that the Prague despatch also | 
states that another group of 1,300 consisting largely of former Hungarian) 
Socialists, most of them farmers, also is preparing to emigrate soon to an| 
unannounced destination, Of this group, according to the cabled story, 500) 
are Jews.

A Different Picture 

This is quite a different picture to that presented earlier in the winter} 
when the question of making some provision for the settlement in Canada 
of disinherited European nationals was first discussed and ventilated 
through the press of the country. 

At that time the Western Canadian public was led to believe that con- 
sideration was being given to the transfer to this country of Czecho-Slo- 
vakian, Hungarian and Jewish professional men and small manufacturers | 
and industrial workers. It was pointed out that these people were in a} 
position to make a valuable contribution to the economic and industrial | 
life of the country. They were to include medical men of high calibre, | 
trained research workers in the field of chemistry and other sciences as! 
well as men who were in a position to start industries which are little 
known or not practised at all in this country and which would give em-!| 
ployment to others. They would not be in competition with established 
industry and some of them, it was represented, would bring with them 
substantial amounts of capital. 

Now, however, it appears that Western Canada, at least, is to absorb, 
not prefessional men of high attainments and industrialists and industrial 
workers and research men, but refugee farmers who, under existing condi-| 
tions, will have to produce commodities of which there is a glut in the 
world markets or commodities which must be sold in restricted or non- 
existent local markets, if they are to do anything more than maintain a 
bare subsistence. 

What the reaction of the governments of the two provinces most con-! 
cerned will be to this latest development in European immigration plans, | 
it is difficult to say at this time of writing, for presumably despite the | 
announcement that settlement plans are to be carried out with the co-oper- 
ation of the provincial governments, the governments of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta have not been consulted. Premier Aberhart was quoted as saying: 
“No agreement has been entered into by this government with any author- 
ity as to these people coming to Alberta, A fuller statement will be made 
when I have ascertained .... the nature of the report.” Premier Patterson 
of Saskatchewan told the newspaper reporters: “I know absolutely nothing 
about it. We've never been asked to take any by anyone,”

Retarding Assimilation 

The wisdom of bringing in more agriculturists to settle on Western 
Canadian farm lands, at least until such time as some of the major pro-) 
duction and marketing problems show .some sign of being resolved, is 
highly debatable and is seriously questioned in many quarters, but on the 
subject of the advisability of perfecting plans which provide for the settle- 
ment of non-English speaking peoples on the land in colonies there can 
be no two opinions in the west. 

The great majority of the people of the west are agreed that the prob- 
lems faced by them can best be settled in a spirit of unification and this 
process of unity must necessarily be slowed up if nations are to be allowed 
to settle en bloc, forming their own communities and delaying the progress 
of assimilation into a national entity. These people undoubtedly have many! 
fine qualities, including evidently a passionate devotion to democratic ideals, | 
otherwise they would not be in the unfortunate predicament in which they 
find themselves, 

To that extent, undoubtedly, they are very desirable settlers, but it is | 
also desirable, once they have adopted this country as their home, that 
they absorb Canadian ideals and ideas as speedily as possible and this can 
best be done by settling them in such a manner that they must necessarily 
rub shoulders daily with established Canadians. 
tlements will retard this important development for many years, perhaps 
for decades, possibly for generations.

For Sea Rescue 


Suggest International Agreement 
For Indemnity For Saving Lives 
Rescue of ten persons from the 

British flying boat Cavalier is ex- 

pected by aviation and maritime 

attorneys in New York to give im- 

petus to a new international agree- 

ment to pay indemnity for rescue of 
lives at sea. 

For many years it has been an 
accepted rule that indemnity for the 
rescue of a ship applies only to pro- 
perty salvaged and expenses incur- 
ried in making the rescue—but not 
to lives. The 1910 convention on 
salvage of vessels at sea declares it 
a “duty” to assist persons in danger 
at sea, 

In the last few years air naviga- 
tion has created a new situation. It 
is pointed out that planes carry little 
else but lives, personal property and 
postal matter, which are excluded 
under present international indem- 
nity agreements, 


Underground Mail 


New York Has Pneumatic Tube Sys- 
tem For Quick Despatch 

The transferring of mail in New 
York City from postoffice to post- 
Office is quite a problem, Mail trucks 
would move at a snail's pace through 
the congested traffic. So the post- 
Office devised a pneumatic tube sys- 
tem to rush the mail through. Be- 
neath the “sidewalks of New York” 
are over 50 miles of pneumatic tub- 
ing. The tubing even goes under 
the East river to Brooklyn post- 
offices. These underground tubes 
carry about half of the mail traffic 
in the city.. The mail is put into 
shells at a central tube station and| 
shot by compressed air to branch} 
offices at a 25 to 30-mile-an-hour| 
clip. Over 150,000 letters may be | 
sent an hour by this unique means.— |

Science already has proof that all 
matter is made of discrete particles 
which seem to be electricity. It 
knows how electricity travels through 
space and matter. It knows that 
wherever there is electricity, mag- 
netism appears, and vice versa. 

It knows that both electricity and 
magnetism travel in the form of 
waves, although seeming to be made 
of particles, that both can have the 
speed of light, and that both spread 
everywhere in fields, the same as 
gravitation has a field. 

Finally, science has evidence that 
all rays, from light to radio and cos- 
mic, and including heat, are only 
electro-magnetic waves. There are 
a few laboratory experiments prov- 
ing that these rays are converted 
into solid matter. 

In this way the mystery of the 
source of matter and of energy has 
seemed complete, all except fitting 
gravitation into the puzzle. 

Two years ago Einstein announced 
that he had a tentative solution 
which he described as the idea that 
a particle of solid matter was a 
“pridge between shells of space.” 
However that solution did not work 
well enough to explain all matter. 

A year ago Einstein, in a book, 
announced evidence that the known 
fields—-that is electricity, gravitation 
and magnetism —may be the only 
reality. Everything else, including 
matter, would be some combination 
of the fields. 


News Is Appreciated 


German People Like The B.B.C. 
Foreign Language Programs 

Letters written in German or Eng- 
lish trickle into the British Broad- 
casting Corporation’s offices day by 
day, routed from German cities via 
Shanghai, New York and other far 
off places, expressing appreciatoin of 
the new foreign language broadcast- 
ing. 

The B.B.C. spent $183,000 last year 
on reading news in French, German 
and Arabic, hoping to offset effects 
of totalitarian broadcasts in which 


news is slanted for political pur- 
poses. 
Foreign language broadcasting 


was started two years ago when 
Italy was courting the Arabic world 
with newscasts and lectures design- 
ed to discredit Great Britain in the 
eyes of the new east. Last year 
German and French broadcasts were 
added with the intention of giving 
Germans “straight” news which they 
seldom get either in their news- 
papers or by radiocasts originating 
in their own country. 

Germans who write the B.B.C. say 
they and their friends listen eagerly 
to the broadcasts despite the fact 
the practice is frowned upon by Nazi 
authorities, 

Recent threats by Chancellor Hit- 
ler that Germany would “retaliate” 
if the broadcasts were continued had 
no effect on the B.B.C.
